Draft Removal Action Workplan (DRAW) for the Otay Ranch Village 3-Lots 826, 827, and 

Parcel 2 Chula Vista Project (Proposed Project) 

 

South Coast Air Quality Management District (South Coast AQMD) staff appreciates the 

opportunity to provide comments on the above-mentioned document. According to the 

Community Update Public Notice, the Draft Removal Action Workplan (DRAW) is a cleanup 

plan prepared by the Department of Toxic Substances Control (DTSC) to remediate the soil 

contamination caused by Methane and Volatile Organic Compounds (VOCs) on a 9.73-acre area 

in Otay Ranch Village, consisting of three parcels (Lots 826 and 827, as well as Parcel 2) located 

on Heritage Road in Chula Vista in San Diego County. The purpose of this plan is to evaluate 

and propose three distinct remedial alternatives for the site cleanup. These alternatives include: 

1) No Action; 2) Installation of sub-slab ventilation (SSV) with a vapor barrier for new 

construction. 3) Installation of Sub-Slab Depressurization (SSD) with a Vapor Barrier. 

 

Although the project site is not located in South Coast AQMD’s jurisdiction area, due to the 

presence of VOCs in soil, the cleanup activity such as excavation or soil movement and off-site 

disposal of contaminated soil may generate fugitive dust during the hauling trips to the South 

Coast AQMD region, the requirements of South Coast AQMD Rule 403 – Fugitive Dust1 may 

apply and should be discussed in the cleanup plan. 

 

We appreciate the opportunity to review the Proposed Project. Thank you for considering these 

comments.
